It is desired to call the attention of British manufacturers and 
contractors tendering for contracts in the British Dominions and 
in foreign countries to the fact that tenders based on any variation 
from the specification on which the contract is offered are usually 
disallowed.

The variations should be such as will enable him (a) either to tender 
at a lower cost than in his first tender while showing that the 
variations do not materially affect the efficiency of the work to be 
done, or (b) to tender at the same cost as in his first tender while 
showing that the variations make for increased efficiency. —_(27,524.)

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1911.* 
I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for November, 1911, when compared with those 
for November, 1910, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports both of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise, and of the Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in November was £65,432.935, an increase 
of £1,343,083, or 2:1 per cent., as compared with November, 1910; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £48,820,620, an increase of 
£4,464,589. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show an increase of £4,088,966, or 11°1 per cent., as com- 
pared with November, 1910; whilst there is an increase of £375,623, 
or 5°0 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
November, 1911, amounted to 3,535,462 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to .5,165,586 tons, as against 3,319,823 tons entered, and 4,625,869 
tons cleared, during November, 1910. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during November, 1911, 
amounted to 2,711,776 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,661,947 
tons, as against 2,682,607 tons entered, and 2,655,683 tons cleared 
in November, 1910. 


VI.—_ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-NOVEMBER). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the eleven months, January-November, 1911, amounted to 38,427,357 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 54,196,394 tons, as against 38,062,675 
tons entered and 52,566,048 tons cleared during the eleven months, 
January-November, 1910. With regard to the coasting trade, the 
tonnage entered with cargoes during the eleven months, January- 
November, 1911, amounted to 28,984,574 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 28,600,208 tons, as against 29,313,159 tons entered, and 
28,989,636 tons cleared, during the corresponding period of 1910.

NotEe.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland and 
Germany are returned at “declared” values. Prior to April, 1909, 
however, all the exports from Germany, and from April, 1909, to the 
end of March, 1911, about one-third of the exports from that country, 
were returned at official values. The figures in italics are based, 
wholly or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under 
which they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, te, goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

OWNERSHIP AND WORKING BY FOREIGNERS OF 
SWEDISH MINING PROPERTIES. 


H.M. Consul] at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) has for- 
warded a translation of parts of the Mining Law of Sweden of 16th 
May, 1884, Cap. 7, Sec. 61, and Cap. 8, Sec. 68, and a translation of 
Sec. 57 of the Swedish Company’s Law of 12th August, 1910. In 
view of a “certain activity ” which “‘ exists at present in the sale and 
purchase of mines in Sweden,” Mr. Villiers considers that it is of the 
utmost importance that the widest possible circulation should be 
given to Swedish laws affecting the ownership of mines in Sweden. 

The following are the translations received, viz. :— 

Mining Law of 16th May, 1884 (Cap. 7, Sec. 61).—‘‘ When two or 
more persons take part in the same mining industry, it 1s necessary 
for them to appoint annually a manager for the mine, who shall 
carry out all the requirements and liabilities which the law prescr ibes. 
Such manager can only be a Swedish subject resident in the country.” 

Same Mining Law (Cap. 8, Sec. 63).—‘‘ A foreigner may not in 
the country lay claim to a mineral deposit, neither may he without the 
King’s consent own or work a claimed mineral deposit, or engage in 
mining industry, in consequence of which all claims or mining 
industry which a foreigner without such permission might possibly 
carry out, or allow to be carried out, shall be without effect as regards 
the protection of his or anyone else’s rights in this respect. What is 
thus prescribed does not apply, however, to such rights as a foreigner 
may possess by concessions prior to this date (1884).” 

Company Law of 12th August, 1910 (Sec. 57).—‘ Members of the 
Direction shall be Swedish subjects residing in the country unless 
the King for special reason allows a certain proportion, not exceeding 
one-third of the whole number, to be subjects of another country, or 
Swedish subjects residing in a foreign country.” (C. 9,330.)

The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and manufactured 
fuel and of coal shipped for the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, was 62,085,476 tons, or nearly a million tons less than that for 
1909. This decrease is due to the falling off in the exports to Con- 
tinental countries. The decrease would, however, have been greater but 
for the fact that more coal was exported to South America than in the 
preceding year. France received over 94 million tons, Germany over 
9 million tons, Italy over 83 million tons, Sweden nearly 4 million 
tons, Russia nearly 34 million, Egypt, Spain, Argentina, and Denmark 
each over 24 million tons, and the Netherlands nearly 24 millions. 
Adding the 2,930,467 tons exported in the form of coke and manu- 
factured fuel, and the 19,525,735 tons shipped for the use of British 
and foreign steamers engaged in foreign trade, the total quantity of 
coal which left the country was 84,541,678 tons, as against 86,037,006 
tons in 1909. 

The amount of coal remaining for home consumption was 
179,891,350 tons, or 4°005 tons per head of the population 
36,487,218 tons were used in the manufacture of coke and briquettes, 
and 20,485,514 tons in the blast furnaces for the manufacture of pig 
iron, as against 39,924,723 tons and 19,463,471 tons respectively in 
the previous year. 

Of the metallic minerals raised in the United Kingdom, iron ore 
is by far the most important. During the year the output of ores of 
this metal was 15,226,015 tons, valued at £4,022,269. The ore 
yielded 4,975,735 tons of iron, or nearly one-half of the total 
quantity of pig iron made in this country.

viding water. 

It is recommended that an extension of the same gauge as the 
transcontinental railway be built from Port Augusta southwards to 
Brinkworth, a distance of 96 miles, at a cost of not more than 
£300,000. This would effect a saving in distance between Port 
Augusta and Adelaide of 58 miles. The South Australian Govern- 
ment have contemplated extending their broad gauge railway from 
Hamley Bridge to Brinkworth.

1,000,000 pouds (about 16,000 tons) annually. All Russian collieries 
in the Donetz Basin were invited to tender, with the obligation of 
delivery at Baltic ports by sea in vessels under the Russian flag. 
The results of the tenders,'in which four undertakings participated, 
showed that Russian coal could be obtained for the work in question, 
but at a considerable increase of cost, amounting for all the Baltic 
ports to 70,000 roubles (about £7,400). Under these conditions the 
Department did not find it possible entirely to replace British coal 
by Russian at these ports in 1911, and therefore purchased 440,000 
pouds (about 7,000 tons) only of Donetz coal for the port of St. 
Petersburg, for which port the difference in price of Russian and 
British coal was less. In 1912 the Ministry proposes to replace all 
British coal at Baltic ports by Russian, and therefore has introduced 
into the estimates a supplementary credit for 70,000 roubles.

If the energy which 
it is practicable to generate exceeds the immediate requirements of 
the State, then it may be leased for private undertakings. The first 
programme will comprise investigations to be carried out during a 
period of five years relative to the rivers Aconcagua, Maipo, Cochapoal 
and Bio-Bio.

Nicolaiev is excellent along the Fastov line, the principa 
District district for winter sowings. Elsewhere the growth 
is patchy, owing to the dry autumn, Rain has 

now fallen. 

The quantities of grain at present being shipped from Nicolaiev 
are, especially for this season of the year, extraordinarily small. This 
is due, not to short supply but to high local prices. Local exporters 
and speculators have lost heavily, first on barley, now on wheat. The 
mills in the interior, which were strong competitors with exporters at 
the beginning of the season, owing to the failure of the crops in the 
Volga district, have now ceased buying. 

The stocks of grain at Nicolaiev are approximately as follows :— 
Wheat, 125,000—150,000 tons; barley, 30,000—35,000 tons ; oats, 
up to 25,000 tons; rye, 12,000—15,000 tons. In the interior there 
is a large quantity of wheat, a good stock of oats, and but little rye 
and barley. (28,251.) 


The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” (Berlin) of 29th 
Cotton Growing November states that the Russian Ministry of 
Experiments Agriculture have caused experiments in cotton 

‘ growing to be carried out in Bessarabia, Kherson, 

Ekaterinoslav, Taurida, the Black Sea district and North Caucasus. 

Altogether about 800 acres were sown with cotton seeds. The results 

were very satisfactory ; the cotton ripened well and produced a good 

workable staple. The Moscow Cotton Committee submitted the South 

Russian cotton to a thorough examination and declared it to be as 

good as Turkestan cotton. Experiments with early varieties of 

cotton will be continued on a larger scale.

While in the towns the population increased in 
the period 1897—1909 by 36 per cent., in the country districts the 
increase was barely 22 per cent. The increase in the industrial 
activity of Poland is shown by the following figures, compiled by the 
Warsaw Statistical Committee :—

The lecturer maintained that the figures for 1909, representing the 
number of industrial establishments, should give 6,717 establishments, 
with an output of 710,000,000 roubles, instead of 3,300 and 
700,000,000 roubles as above. Mr. Cooke points out, however, that 
in arriving at these figures, the lecturer may have included among 
“industrial establishments,” as Russian industrial directories do, 
every petty workshop with less than 10 to 15 hands each, or still 
smaller “‘ factories ” whose output is very trifling. 

The lecturer estimated the output of the textile factories in 1909 at 
395,900,000 roubles, and of the ironworks at 86,000,000 roubles.

FRANCE. 


The British Vice-Consul at Nantes (Mr. A. Trillot) reports that

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fish were of fine quality, and sold at high prices (about 17 frs., or 
13s. 7d., per 1000) owing to the complete failure of the fishing along 
the coasts of Morbihan and Finistére.

ROUMANIA. 


H.M. Minister at Bucharest states that a Government Bill for the 
Proposed Law for °2couragement of national industries (see p. 204 
rs ela: of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 27th April, 
of re 1911) has been submitted to the Bucharest Cham- 
Industries ber of Commerce for its observations. The in- 
dustries to be encouraged are classified under 
three heads, viz.:—(1) Those making use of raw materials produced 
in the country by agriculture and its derivative industries, or from 
mines; (2) Those making use of raw materials produced in the 
country, and able to prove that they export annually at least a quarter 
of their output; (3) Those employing raw material imported from 
abroad. Industries coming under (2) will be most favoured, then 
those under (1), and lastly those under (8). 

It is proposed that, at the termination of their existing privileges in 
1914, the sugar factories now in work shall no longer profit from any 
of the provisions of the new law. Breweries and distilleries will 
only benefit by freedom from customs duties for machinery and 
accessories, 

A clause of the bill provides that m State contracts home tenders 
shall be preferred to foreign offers, even tf the prices are 5 per cent. 
higher. 

‘The Chamber of Commerce has passed a resolution suggesting, 
among other things, that all the privileges be extended to breweries 
and distilleries, and that the privileges to industries under class (3) 


be given for 21 years instead of 15 years as provided in the Bill.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at St. Louis (Mr. T, E. Erskine) reports that, according 
to the local press, a combine is proposed of the 
independent glucose manufacturers who do about 
30 per cent. of the glucose trade in the United 
States. One large plant in Missouri and three in Iowa, with a total 
capital of 10,000,000 dollars (about £2,050,000), are included in the 
proposal. (C. 9,737.)

3d, for the 
second volume. This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country, and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information | 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, thé only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary to 
make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising this 
source of information are now (since lst April, 1910) required to pay 
an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of 
Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including 
the supply of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely 
subscribing to the ‘“‘ Journal,” as previously, through the Government 
Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NoTE.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s. 2d.
